In the course of time there has 
come to pass a gradual and salutary 
change in public opinion with respect 
to the status of the deaf. Formerly 
it was considered ordinary to class the 
deaf with the feeble-minded, the 
crippled, anil other permanently de¬ 
pendent classes, requiring continual 
care and assistance and incapable of 
self-support. They were placed in 
schools that included these several 
distinct groups, all under a single ad¬ 
ministration. Cnder such a condi¬ 
tion, the deaf were regarded and 
treated as inferiors, while their sole 
difficulty rested in the lack of a 
^knowledge of language. Given this 
vehicle of communication, with 
speech, where pjossible, and a voca¬ 
tional training, they were prepared to 
take their places as self-respecting, 
self-supporting members of the com¬ 
munity. 

There came a lime when a more 
careful study was made of the condi¬ 
tions wrought by the loss of hearing, 
which has led to a pro()er understand¬ 
ing of the deaf and their segregation in 
schools pursuing uniformly the same 
courses as aYe followed in the public 
schools fot hearing children. As an 
outcome of the demands of the heads 
of our schools for the deaf, that the 
education of the children in their 
schools be placed on an equal basis 
with the public school system^ the 
deaf enjoy the full advantages of edu¬ 
cation. 

Today the graduates of schools for 
the deaf, without regard to the method 
of instruction pursued, stand shoulder 
to shoulder insisting that, in a spirit 
of fair play and no favor, they be 
considered individually on their 
merits when seeking opportunities to 
obtain a living at the trades, which 
they have been taught; that their hap¬ 
piness, usefulness and social welfare 
should receive the same consideration 
as is extended to those Who have all 
their senses. 

It is gratifying, in this connection, 
to'recyyl the admirable co-operative 
spirit in this direction shown in New 
York City by the Superintendents of 
the St. Joseph, the Lexington Avenue, 
and Fanwood Schools through the 
financial provisions made by their 
schools for the engagement of a 
Placement Officer for the Deaf in the 
service of the Employment Center for 
the Handicapped. In additiun to in¬ 
terviewing all former pupils of these 
schools who apply to the Center for 
placement, the Employment Officer 
will co-operate with other placement 
officers of the Center in finding op¬ 
portunities where deaf persons may 
be employed. In this sensible man¬ 
ner, the three New York City Schools 
join in the performance of a most 
useful service, which has long been 
needed; it redounds to their credit

May 1 direct your attention to the fact 
that no adequate provision has been made 
for the relief of a forRott^h class, namely, 
the deaf. 

Their economic lot which has always been 
comporatively difficult has now been render¬ 
ed more so, due to the unjudicious discrimi¬ 
nation being encountered by them in their 
fruitless search for employment. Many in¬ 
stances of unfairness have come to my 
observation as a social worker and, as far 
as I can observe, practically nothing is being 
done to alleviate their plight. 

In thus age of industrial planning, won’t 
shmeonc somcwhcit make room for them? 
Aside from some special positions where the 
nen.se of hearing is obviously essential, therr 
can be no question as to their ca|>abilities 
m various trades and professions. Their 
proverbial tendency to concentrate should 
tlso be considered as a sort of compensating 
factor. The difficulty, however, lies in over 
coming the skepticism of many employers. 

The deaf of the country will be grateful 
to you if you will kindly elucidate their 
•tatus under the N. K. A. program and 
endeavor, if possible, to place them in their 
true light before the general public. Seek- 
ng no undue favors, they ask but an equal 
chance in the race of life.
